government in resigning, but when asked by Sir Henry Campbell Benner- 
-man, leader of the opposition, which course 
he 
intended 
to pursue, Pre- 


mier Balfour declined to make a statement. 


John Redmond, leader of the Irish party, said the premier had repeat- 


edly declared he would resign if defeated and if he disregarded this vote 
•of want of confidence he would be acting against all precedents. 
"Was he 


going to swallow this humiliation as he had swallowed everjy other humilia- 
tion during the last few_ years, the premier was asked by Redmond. 


Balfour, replying very"~coldly, said that Redmond had greatly agitated 


himself over a matter which could be settled in due time. He said he was 
not conscious of any humiliation and that .there would be ample opportunity 
within a few hours of proving whether the 
government! still enjoyed the 


confidence of a majority of the House.

COLLINS TO 


FIGHT THE 


TREATY 


VICTORIA, July 20—George Collins, 


who began* his fight against extradition^ 
before Judge Lamptnan today, 
said 


that he intended to question the ox- 
tradition treaty between the United 
States and Canada,* holding that by it 
perjury cannot be 'held to be an ex- 
traditable offense. 


" He said that he' understood that wit- 
nesses were to be brought from S^an 
Francisco, -but as he and. his counsel 
proposed to show that charges of per- 
jury as laid against him could not be 
proven under the laws of Canada, as 
it must be to secure his extradition 
their presence would therefore be un- 
necessary. 


He claimed the Ashburton / treaty 


omits perjury'from the list of extra- 
ditable crimes. 


Collins" contention involves the val- 


idity of the treaty of 18136. He would 
also show that the new treaty of 1890, 
in which perjury was mentioned for 
the first time as an extraditable of- 
fense, was' not capable of being en- 
forced, as'no legislation made put it 
into effect. 


Previous to this statement by Col-N 


lins, several hours were spent in ar- 
guing the objections, mostly on techni- 
calities, by Collins and counsel, Collins 
fighting -each point tooth and nail, ad- 
mitting nothing. 


Collins objected strenuously to the 


admission of the warrant Issued by 
District Attorney Bylngton of 
San 


Francisco, claiming^lt was not proper- 
ly certified. He held that a certificate 
should have accompanied it, verified 
by the secretary of state. 


The argument was proceeding when 


the court suggeste^l that the stocuments 
be put subject to objection and the 
decision thereon,given later.
